\ report from the front to the 
Russian News Agency says that this 
second offensive—developed during the 
past few days in face of numerous 
German attempts to assume the 
initiative—has resulted in the smashing 
í the 29th German Motorised Division. 
Thousands of Germans were left dead 
on the battlefield, and 47 tanks, six 
armoured cars, 96 lorries and eleven 
guns were destroyed by the Russians. 

These Red Army counter-blows that 
are thrusting the Germans further than 
ever from Moscow and warding-off a 
possible thrust southwards ehind 
Kiev to the immense industrial Donetz 
Basin—and at the same time may tend 
to ease the savage pressure hurled 
against Leningrad—are not mentioned 
in Soviet communiqués. The latest 
vesterday, as has all its forerunners 
since General von Leeb first developed 
his dangerous assault on the approaches 
ty Russia’s second city, merely re- 
ported fighting along the whole front. 

In itself this bare statement is, says 
Reuter, a consistent indication of the 
measure Of Russia’s resistance at a 
time when it is faced with virtually the 
full might of the German Army. 


RED ARMY “ PUNCH” 


In. London authoritative circles point 
to the Velnya victory as a proof of the 
punch behind the Red Army and re- 
gard it as a larger scale operation than 
recent Soviet attacks in the Gomel 
region, where, nevertheless, Russian 
arms had been successful. 

A preliminary Soviet estimate places 
German losses in dead and wounded in 
the battle of Velnya.at between 75,000 
and 80,000, savs Associated Press. 

The Red Star correspondent, de- 
scribing the battle of River ‘‘ N,” said 
that the German command massed in 
the river a Panzer group of several 
tank divisions and mechanised units, 
seeking to establish a “wedge” with 
which to assure their advance to the 
east. For several days and nights 
Soviet warplanes violently attacked 
the German tanks and the rear. For 
five days the battle of tanks continued 
without pause. in conjunction with 
the Air Force and other arms. Soviet 
tanks, hammering German columns 
which fiercely endeavoured to stem 
the Russian advance, broke the Ger- 
mans resistance after particularly 
stubborn engagements near the river 
crossing. 

Other war materials falling into 
Russian hands included 30 machine- 
guns, 27 mine-throwers, 95,000 rounds 
of ammunition, motor cycles, cases of 
shells and automatic weapons, The 
17th Nazi Tank Division, already 
hadly battered, lost on the battlefield 
60 tanks, 30 guns and 1,600 men in 
killed and wounded, while another tank 
division lost 30 tanks, guns, 
lorries and 600 killed and wounded. 


‘*FALLING BACK ”’ 


“The Nazis are falling back under 
the powerful blows of the Red Army,” 
the correspondent adds. —“ Operations 
for smashing the enemy Panzer group 
are continuing.” 

In Moscow, where, significantly, the 
Government spokesman referred for 
the first time to the central front 
counter-attacks as an “offensive,” 
there is neither denial nor confirma- 
tion of reports that the Soviet troops 
advancing westward from Velnya have 
regained Smolensk. . 

The German High Command is even 
less communicative than usual, con- 
fining themselves to six words—‘‘ In 
the t constant successful attacks ”’ 
—and the German News Agency has 
been comparatively silent on military 
operations. 

The battle for Leningrad rages with 
indiminished ferocity, with little news 
to throw light on the fortunes of the 
vrim hand-to-hand fighting and furious 
air combats taking place on and above 
the city’s approaches. . : 

Correspondents of Swedish papers in 


(Gérmans anticipate that Leningrad will 
fall within two weeks, at the latest. 
Schlusselburg, 25 miles to the east, is 
satd to be the last permanent fortifica- 
tion barring the way to the city, 
though it is admitted that innumerable 
defence works require to be surmounted.

FINLAND’S POSITION

NICE QUESTION OF 
SUCCESSION RIGHTS 


[N a ie second, during an air 

raid on London, a peer was 
killed; his heir succeeded him, 
was also killed. and the third 
holder of the title entered into 
his inheritance. Such is the 
effect of a decision reached in 
the House of Lords yesterday, 
when the death of Lord Stamp 
and his eldest son formed the 
subject of a statement concern- 
ing the title rights of the son's 
widow and daughters. :

Mrs. Wilfred Stamp and tke daughters 
should be recognised as holding the 
status and title which,would be proper 
if the elder son momentarily succeeded 
to the peerage. The I.aw of Property 
Act provided that where two persons 
had died in circumstances rendering it 
uncertain which of them survived the 
other, such deaths should be presumed 
to have occurred in order of seniority. 
Whether this provision applied to the 
devolution of the title to a peerage 
might be doubtful, and it was beyond 
question that the House, acting, if 
necessary, through the Committee of 
Privileges, retained the right to deter- 
mine whether a claim to peerage was 
made out. 


SUGGESTED COURSE

GERMAN INTERNEES 


TEHERAN, Wednesday.—Two hun- 
dred and seventy-five Germans will be 
handed over to the Allies by Iran for 
immediate internment, the Mixed Com- 
“mission decided to-day, and the British 
Legation arranged a special train to 
transport 225 Germans to Ahwaz, on 
their way to India, on Thursday night, 
and the Soviet Embassy is sending 50 
Germans to Kazvin, where they are to 
be examined by the Soviet military 
commandant before being sent on to 
Siberia. 

A semi-official estimate is that 900 
Germans are taking refuge in the 
German Legation. In all Iran, when the 
Allied move into the country began, 
there were estimated to be 2,000 German 
nationals. The fate of 1,100 of them 
who have not reached Teheran is not 
known, but it is believed that most of 
them were trapped in the Soviet- 
occupied provinces. A source at the 
British Legation said that no mer in 
the compound without diplomatic pass- 
ports would escape internment. 

About 3550 Italians are taking refuge 
in the Italian Legation with the same 
prospect awaiting them. It is esti- 
mated there are fewer than 100 
Rumanians and Hungarians in Teheran.

All the doors, window 
frames and internal woodwork 
of that kind will be composed of 


cement—and a shake of saw- 
dust. At least; cement and saw- 
dust will be the principal com- 
ponents in a new composition, 
the use of which is expected to 
overcome the difficulty of 
obtaining suitable timber for 


many purposes. 
ARCHITECTS’ SEARCHES 


It is claimed for this new composi- 
tion that it can be moulded, cut, 
nailed, or screwed. The use of it will 
not mark a radical departure from 
timber—cement has already been used 
in many forms as a timber substitute— 
but it will mark a definite stage in 
the effort in this country to make 
alternatives do the work of imported 
materials on a large scale. And, of all 
the hard-hit occupations at the present 
time, the -building trade, now in a 
pretty stagnant state, needs all the 
suitable alternatives that can be found. 

The pursuit of these substitutes has 
been going on for some time now, 
unfortunately, not with the measure of 
success one would hope for. The 
Special Committee of the Royal Insti- 
tute of Architects, which has been 
investigating substitutes for the build- 
ing trade, has not yet presented a 
report, but persists in its search for 
new materials. Individual research also 
is going on, but it was pointed out by 
a member of the Institute, fairly 
enough, that its members were neither 
scientists, physicists, nor chemists, and, 
while they were endeavouring to help 
the situation, they were mainly con- 
cerned with adapting building designs 
to meet the position created by limited 
materials. 


** TURF BOARDS " 


Experiments, it is known, are being 
carried out with turf in the hope of 
producing boards for a variety of uses, 
and in this connection it is interesting 
to note that in 1861 patents were 
granted for the production of peat 
boards and tiles, which, however, were 
obtained on différent principles from 
those now soughf, to be applied. in 
the 1861 patent, blocks or slabs of 
peat were placed between cloth of 
woven or textile fabric, submitted t» 
pressure, and the peat solidified an“ 
dried. It was then submitted to «x 
treme pressure, and it was claimed 
that it could be used for inside work, 
artitions, lining, inside roofing, etc. 
he peat tiles or slates were tréated 
somewhat differently, being saturated 
with as composition. 

While the search for substitutes con- 
tinues, the building trade is in a 
pretty bad way, though not, as one 
prominent builder put it, as bad as it 
was twelve months ago, nor as bad 
as they expected it to be. Recalling 
a pronouncement of the Government 
last year to the effect that there should 
not be a restriction on capital expen- 
diture, and that it would be in the 
interests of the country generally if 
people went ahead with whatever work 
they had to do, he said, that while the 
large bulk of activity at present was 
confined to contracts being carried out 
by the Government and the Board of 
Works for local authorities, the quan- 
tity of private work available was be- 
ginning to assume larger proportions. 


FEWER OPERATIVES 


‘* People who held their mon.. in a 
tight fist a year ago, he said, ‘‘are 
beginning to show a return to con- 
fidence. To a certain degree that 
confidence has been re-established b 
the swing of the war pendulum, bu 
the drop in unemployment has re- 
mained unchanged at alovt 25 per 
cent. One of the great difficulties 
that we are going to hit up against 
sooner or later will concern the lack 
of skilled operatives, and it is not 
too soon that the attention of the Go- 
vernment should be brought to the de- 
sirability of ensuring a sufficiency of 
skilled -workere in this country when 
hostilities are at an end.” 

The reason that efforts to develop 
substitutes had not got very far up 
to the present was that many of the 
materials thought to be necessary in 
the manufacture of gooc substitutes 
were found to be unavailable, an archi- 
tect told on Jrish Times reporter. 
“There is a terrible lot of snobbish- 
ness in private building,” he said, 
‘‘and we will have to cut our cloth 
according to our measure in future. 
The sooner we get down seriously to 
cutting our requirements according to 
our materials the better. I think if 
the public got a lead from the archi- 
tects they would follow it.” 


NATIONAL LOAF NOT 
POPULAR IN NORTH 


Lord Woolton’s national loaf—made 
of 85 per cent. straight run flour—is 
unpopular in the North. There seems 
to be but a remote possibility of 
bakeries disposing of the requested 25 
per cent. Pre-war loaves were com- 
posed of from 40 to 50 per cent. of 
the wheat kernel, and some very fine 
compositions were as low as 20 per 
cent. oF 
The stopping of mechanical slicing 
of loaves is severely condemned in the 
North, it being argued that the loss 
of bread in domestic cutting is much 
heavier than in the slicing system. 
In the latter system it was usual to 
add 2oz. of dough to the 2b. loaf, so 
as to allow for waste in! mechanical 
slicing. 

The wrapping of loaves, which has 
largely , was considered one of 
the most hygenic of practices, and its 
cessation is also condemned. It is im- 
possible to produce an unwrapped 
mechanically sliced loaf.

HITS CAUSE MUCH ' 
DAMAGE 


THE Corinth Canal, a minia- 

ture Suez, cut rough 
four miles of the rock Isthmus 
of Corinth, which links Athens 
with the lonian Sea, was 
bombed by the Royal Air 
Force for the second time within 
a month on Monday night. 

e canal is a short cut 
which Axis shipping seeks to 
avoid the British Navy in the 
Mediterranean. 

After the canal was raided on 
ba 8-9 landslides on 
banks resulted in the waterway 
being blocked to shipping for 
some time. 

Wednesday's communiqué from the 
Roval Air Force Middle East Head- 
quarters stated :— 

‘‘Heavy bombers of the Royal Air 
Force bombed the Corinth Canal on 
the night of September 8th-9th. A 
number of direct hits were registered 
on both banks, and it is estimated 
that considerable damage was caused. 

‘“()n the same night Heraklion aero- 
drome was attacsed. 

‘Landing grounds at Tmimi, Mar- 
tuba, Derna and Gazala were raided. 

“Our aircraft subsequently carried 
out machine-gun attacks on motor 
transpor’ on the road between Derna 
and Tobruk, starting a number af 
petro! fires. 

‘Royal Air Force fighters patrolling 
over shipping off the Cyretaica coast 
yesterday were attacke(| by a larger 
force of Messerschmitt 109 s, but the 


attack was beaten off. and no ‘sub. 
sequent raid by enemy bombers 
materialised. 


“During the night of September 
8th-9th, enemy aircraft raided Malta, 
but caused only slight damage to ci 
lian ae ore, ne of our night 
fighters shot down a Cant Z 1007 into 
the sea, after it had been caught in 
the searchlights. Five survivors of 
the crew were captured. 

“On the same sn. ab an unsuccess- 
ful attempt was made to raid Haifa. 
No damage or casualties were caused. 

“ Last night enemy aircraft carried 
out two attacks on Royal Air Force 
stations in the Canal zone. On both 
occasions ovr hight fighters  inter- 
cepted the enemy. Une Junkers 88 was 
shot down and another damaged. 
There were no Royal Air Force casual- 
ties, and the damage caused was 
slight. 

‘* From all the above operations two 
of our aircraft are missing.’’

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Homes and Schools 


Evidence which was given last Tuesday 
at the Government inquiry into the 
Dublin Corporation’s scheme for the clear- 
ance and rebuilding of slum areas at 
Whitefriar street shed fresh light on a 
particularly ‘vicious’ kind of “ circle 
from which some way of escape must be 
found if Dublin’s housing problems are 
to be solved within this generation. In 
according their support to the proposal 
that blocks of new tenement flats should 
be built to replace the insanitary property 
which is to be cleared away, the authori- 
ties of Whitefriar Street Schools made the 
case that any reduction in the number of 
families who now inhabit an admittedly 
overcrowded district would militate 
seriously against the interests of the 
school. As reported, the Reverend D. B. 
Roche, speaking as manager, said that 
“in 1931-33 they had to provide additionl 
accommodation for 750 children at a cost 
of £20,000. ...In the last seven years 
their school-roll had dropped by 660 
children. . . . The expenses of the school, 
with 1,400 children, were just the same as 
when they had 2,100 children there. 
Hence, said another influential witness, 
the Very Reverend W. J. Brennan, a 
deputation to the Housing Committee had 
urged that ‘‘it was most desirable that 
flats should be constructed’’ on the area 
to be cleared—not alone to maintain the 
level of school attendance, but for the 
extremely doubtful reason that wage- 
earners would prefer to live ' near their 
work ” in tenement flats rather than in 
less conveniently situated suburban 
homes. The case so made cannot lightly 
be dismissed. Yet we are convinced that 
it cannot ultimately be sustained. What, 
we ask, should be the over-riding con- 
sideration? Should other amenities of 
family life, which are difficult—indeed, 
impoesible—to reconcile with tenemént 
existence, be sacrificed to the main- 
tenance of school attendance in over- 
crowded city areas? Should the wage- 
earner be encouraged to seek shelter for 
himself and his family in surroundings 
which exclude the benefits of garden and 
cabbage patch? Is there any proof that 
the majority of working-class families 
would prefer the tenement to the 
cottage ? 

When we ask—or, rather, when we 
repeat and stress—these questions, we are 
by no means forgetful of the self-denying 
services which have been given by 
individuals and communities to the pro- 
vision and improvement of schools and 
other public serviee institutions in sur- 
roundings which are far more calculated 
to diseourage than to inspire social effort. 
Many such institutions—of which White- 
friar Street School is a notable example— 
are achievements of which their authors 
well may feel proud. The fact that they 
are disposed te resist any change which 
is calculated to diminish their value and 
importance is neither surprising nor dis- 
creditable. If such opposition took the 
form of requests for compensation from 
public funds or voluntary assistance, this 
newspaper would not find itself in 
opposition. It may be argued fairly that 
the Corporation’s—or the Government s— 
failures to foresee and forecast the genera] 
lines of city development constituted a 
form of ‘‘ contributory negligence ’’ against 
which some form of payment should be 
made. On the other hand, it should have 
been fairly clear to educational authori- 
ties for many yeers past that outward 
movements of the city’s population had 
begun and were likely to continue. One 
evidence of that tendency, which was 
specially relevant to the outlook in 1933— 
and, therefore, to the proceedings at last 
Tuesday s inquiry—was the Corporation a 
decision to proceed with the construction 
of 5,000 cottages aí Crumlin. Failure to 
recognise the importance and inevitable 
reactions of that decision has had two 
unfortunate consequences—lack of school 
accommodation at Cramlin and excess of 
expenditure at Whitefriar street. 

Passing from these reflections on what 
might, and ought to, have been, we turn 
to the question of what now ought to be 
done with the Whitefriar street, and with 
similar overcrowded and unhealthy, areas. 
On one point there is no lack of agree 
ment. If only for the reason, disclosed 
at the inquiry, that the removal of 
occupants from insanitary dwellings is 
followed by influxes of families from even 
more unhealthy surroundings, such areas 
must be cleared with the least possible 
delay. There, however, agreement ends, 
and the issue is knit between the advocates 
of new tenements and those of suburban 
homesteads. Here the evidence given by 
Alderman Tom Kelly—chairman of the 
Housing Committee, and doughty pro- 
tagonist of flat building—indicates that, 
all other arguments apart, plans for 
tenement flat-building must be postponed 
indefinitely, or finally abandoned, for 
reasons of excessive cost. Forced at last 
to realise that outlays of £1,000 and 
upwards for three-room flats cannot be 
faced, the worthy Alderman seems to find 
himself without any clear conception. of 
practical alternatives. May we invite him 
and his colleagues to consider suggestions 
which have been made in these columns? 
The first is that a break should be made 
with tradition in the details of house 
Much, we are 
convinced, can at once be done with 
factory-prepared walls and floors and 
roofs; and supplies of cement, fortunately, 
are plentiful. Given ample suburban sites, 
either within or without the present city 
boundary, an immediate beginning can be 
made with roads, sewers and foundations 
of many hundreds of bungalows, to be 
built to such designs.

In the East 


Strange things seem to be happening on 
the Russian front. Yesterday’s German 
communiqué was even more than ordinarily 
laconic. It consisted of six words: “In 
the Fast, constant successful attacks ”’ ; 
and even the official spokesman, who 
normally 1s generous in his comments, has 
virtually nothing to say. The Russians 
are almost equally retieent, so. far as their 
official statements are concerned; but 
there seems to be little doubt that Marshal 
in an effort to ease the 
on Leningrad, has 


Voroshilov, 
German pressure 
ordered a series of counter-attacks along 
the great front. For the first time the 
Moscow commentator yesterday spoke of a 
Russian ‘‘ offensive.’’ It is too soon yet to 
discover precisely what this expression 
means; but the Russian High Command 
declares that Marshal Timoshenko has 
attacked to the south-east of Smolensk— 
presumably on the Dnieper—and that the 
Germans have been thrown back across 
the river, losing no fewer than four 
thousand officers and men by drowning. 
In the Gomel sector the Russians also 
appear to have gone over to the offensive. 
For the last five days a terrific battle 
has been in progress between Russian and 
German tanks. Marshal Timoshenko not 
only is trying to relieve the pressure on 
Leningrad, but also is seeking to forestall 
a Gertnan thrust into the Donetz basin, 
which has immense importance from the 
economic point of view; and the Russian 
bulletin claims that the 9th German 
Motorised Division has been put out of 
action. On the other hand, advices from 
Stockholm announce that the Germans 
hope to capture Leningrad before the end 
of the present month. Schlusselburg, 
twenty-five miles to the east of the former 
Russian capital, has been taken, and the 
Germans declare that it is the last 
permanent fortification between them and 
their quarry. It is difficult to know what 
to believe. The line from the Baltic to the 
Black Sea is so full of snaky salients that 
neither side can afford to hold its 
present position indefinitely. The line 
must he shortened, and it is quite possible 
that retreats on both sides at the moment 
may be genuinely strategic. The mere 
fact, however, that the Russians are in a 
position to take the initiative at any 
point indicates that Soviet resistance has, 
not: yet been broken, and that the 
moral of Marshal Voroshilov’s forces is 
relatively high. The Finns in the north, 
and the Rumanians in the south, find 
themselves in an unenviable position. 
They have staked everything on a German 
victory. They both have sustained severe 
losses during the last few weeks, and the 
Rumanians in particular seem to be in a 
bad way. They had hoped by this time to 
have assisted in the capture of Odessa, 
which is a tempting prize; but the fortune 
of war has been against them, and they 
still are as far from their main objective 
as ever they were. In a war that has been 
crammed with surprises, nothing has been 
more astonishing than the way in which 
the military tables seem to have been 
turned on the Russian front. Of course, 
the Germans still have time to conquer 
Russia before the campaigning season is 
over, and “ great events’’ are fore- 
shadowed by the Berlin wireless. So far, 
however, after three months of terrific 
fighting, Leningrad, Moscow, Kiev, and 
Odessa—the four focal points of the 
German offensive, remain in Soviet hands. 
We do not attempt to draw any con- 
clusion ; we merely state the fact, 


A Matter of Markets 


The Americans may be sentimental, but 
they are also as hard-headed as any other 
people on earth. Most of them seem to 
be in hearty agreement with President 
Roosevelt’s policy of aid for Britain, and 
there can be no doubt about the sincerity 
of their purpose ; but they are anxious to 
make sure that there will be no “ nigger 
in the woodpile.” The Lease and Lend 
Act entitles Great Britain to receive 
munitions of war and other commodities 
from the United States, free of charge if 
Britain is unable to pay for them; and 
only a minority of Americans has dis- 
played any objection. Many, on the other 
hand, have pointed out that Great Britain 
is taking particular pains to maintain her 
export trade, and makes no secret of the 
fact. If she needs goods so much, they 
ask, why must they devote a substantial 
portion of their industrial energy to the 
manufacture of such goods, and is there 
not a grave danger that, while the 
Americans are supplying Britain, Britain 
may be depriving them of their own 
markets? An answer is, of course, that 
the British have no choice but to preserve 
their trade with certain other countries. 
The United States can provide most of 
their necessities, but she cannot provide 
them all. There are some things which 
must be bought from the Argentine, from 
the Netherlands East Indies, from half-a- 
dozen other lands ; and these things must 
be paid for either in goods or in kind. 
In either event, Great Britain must 
export. In regard to self-sufficiency, she 
is not nearly so far advanced as Germany, 
who can obtain the great bulk—though by 
no means all—of her needs either from 
her own territory or from that of countries 
under her control; and she has no choice 
but to possess a useful margin of foreign 
exchange. That, in essence, is the British 
answer to the American charge—a logical, 
but hardly a satisfying, answer. Recog- 
nising, however, that something more is 
required, the British Government has 
given Washington an assurance that the 
Lease and Lend Act will not be 
“exploited” to the advantage of her 
exporters. Britain will limit her exports 
to the smallest degree that she may find 
necessary, and, as far as possible, wil!” 
avoid both competition with the United 
Btetes and the export of goods of a kind

which she is compelled to buy from the | 


United States. Washington accepts these 
assurances. It remains to be seen whether 
the agreement will work smoothly, and 
certainly President Roosevelt’s Govern- 
ment will do everything to ensure its 
success. Agreement or no agreement, how- 
ever, he must be prepared to face a battle 
with the big exporters, many of whom 
derive little or no profit from the Lease 
and Lend Act, and can foresee nothing but 
loss to themselves in the present and future 
relationship of America and Britain.

U.S. ENVOY IN ROME 
“CONFERENCE WITH THE 


POPE 
ROME, Wednesday. 


Mr. Myron Taylor, President Roosevelt's 
representative at the Vatican City, had a 
conference with the Pope following his 
arrival in Rome to-day. 

There were indications that questions of 
war and peace aims figured largely in the 
talks. It was understood in unusually well- 
informed circles that Mr. Taylor told the 
Pope that, so far as the Soviet Union was 
concerned, President Roosevelt was more 
interested in the welfare of the world 
peoples than in forms of government as 
such. 

Earlier to-day the British Minister to the 
Holy See, Mr. Francis Osborne, had a 
etry audience with the Pope which 
asted about an hour. So far as could be 
ascertained, there was no connection 
between the visits of the two diplomats. 

The Pope and Mr. Taylor talked for 72 
minutes alone in the Pontiff's private 
library. 

Cardinal Maglione, on holiday at Casoria, 
ing Southern Italy. returned specially for 
the talk with the President's Envoy. They 
conferred from 11.50 a.m. to 1.40 p.m. 

Mr. Taylor is to meet Cardinal Maglione 
again to-morrow and the Pope next week, 
after which he will return to Washington 
to report to Presiden: Roosevelt. 

No comment on the audiences was made 
by Mr. Taylor himself, but some observers 
suggested that the talks might envisage 
the possible co-ordination of the Pope’s five- 
point peace programme set forth on 
Christmas Eve, 1939. and elaborated lasí 
Christmas Eve, and the. Roosevelt-Churchi!! 
eight-point programme—both of which call 
for political justice, for access to economic 
goods, and disarmament. — (Associated 
Press.)

EPARATIONS for the International 

Conference to be held in London; 
when the countries associated with Britain 
in the war will participate in the dis- 
cussions, have been delayed by several 
circumstances, the most important being 
the necessity for Mr. Eden and the 
officials of the Foreign Office to devote 
attention to the Anglo-Russian-American 
Conference. The meeting to be held in 
Moscow is of greater urgency than that 
to take place in London, and, though the 
latter meeting will not. be delayed for a 
longer period than necessary, the agenda 
will not be prepared until the plans for 
the Moscow discussions are in a more 
forward state. The London meeting was 
to have been held at the end of last 
month, but was postponed owing to one or 
two factors of uncertainty having arisen 
and to the occupation of Mr, Eden with 
the situation in Iran. The staff at the 
Foreign Office is hard pressed just now, 
and the higher officials have been working 
day and night to keep up with affairs. 


Fuel Ration 


It is probable that it will be found 
necessary to ration fuel, and people may 
find that they will be provided with 
coupons for coal, coke, oil, gas and 
electric light, based on the number of 
rooms in the houses they occupy. Should 
such a step be taken provision will be 
made for the difference in climate in the 
north and south of the country. Ration- 
ing will be avoided if at all possible, but 
the great demand for fuel in the industrial] 
centres may render it imperative, as it is 
estimated that a scheme mav save about 
five million tons pér vear, which is about 
the average week's output from the mines. 


Self-Service 


The women guests in some of the 
London West End hotels are making their 
awn beds and keeping their own rooms 
clean owing to. shortage of staffs. A 
manageress told me this week that when 
registration. is complete, and further age 


groups are called up, there will be the 
utmost difficulty in getting wofmen to 
serve. cook and look after the guests. 


Service generally is poor already, and 
Waitresses and maids: are complaining of 
being overworked. It is said that in 
several of the hotels more than half the 
diners are Service men. while others are 
employed on Government work, being kept 
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away from their homes until late hours, 
The hotel industry, in fact, is suffering 
hardships it has never had to experience 
before. , | 


For the Bombed 


No fewer than one hundred and eighty 
first-lino centres and one hundred and 
sixty reserve centres have been prepared 
in don to receive bombed-out people 
should it become necessary, and it is 


thought that some forty thousand people 
can be provided with accommodation. 
Beds, hot baths and meals will be 


arranged, and provision made for re. 
placing lost clothing. Reading matter 
gramophones and radio will offer some. 
thing in the way of amusement. Fach 
centre has food, water, fuel and beddins 
to last a week, with a staff to look after 
two hundred people. A woman welfara 
officer will be present to advise possible 
victims how to procure new homes, while 
nurses and sick rooms will he provided. 
Every centre is strongly built to with. 
stand blast, and, sheuld a place be hif 
the reserve certres will immediately come 
into operation. 


Entertainment 


A London millionaire, as a tribate to 
the civil defence workers of the metropolis, 
is giving several thousand pounds to the 
Regional Commissioners to entertain tha 
members, leaving the form of the enter. 
tainment to the authorities, but stipulat. 
ing that it should be a “ theatre or some. 
thing like it.” As a result. a series of 
entertainments will be arranged, and 
there will be a special matinee for two 
thousand three hundred air wardens as 
the Palladium shortly. Other parties ara 
to be taken to different places as soon as 
arrangements can be made. Every branch 
of the civil defence organisations is to be 
inclnded, the donor being anxious that no 
man or woman should be overlooked. 


Cup for Chile 


A silver cup from the Duke of Windeor 
is on its way to the Jockey Club of Chile— 
the Club Hipico de Santiago. The trophr. 
made by London silversmiths, has the 
Chileno coat of arms and the Prince of 
Wales feathers engraved upon it. It will 
be presented to the winner of the Princes 
of Wales classic, a race named after tha 
Duke of Windsor when he visited South 
Amenca.

ROM reports of bomber crews 
F who took part in Sunday night's

Though he could not see the enemy 
fighter, he fired back, and small 
objects, black and smoking, fell 
through the searchlight beams. —Evi- 
dently. the enemy fighter had been 
badly damaged, and the sudden open- 
ing of the anti-aircraft barrage May 
have indicated that the gun crews saw 
its destruction. 

“Over Berlin another Wellington 
rear-gunner waited until the ME was 
very close, then fired two bursts, and 
the enemy was never seen again. 
Another enemy fighter caught in a 
barrage of fire from its own A.A. 
guns was hit and fell in flames. 
‘‘Over Berlin a Hampden dived to 
within 50 feet of the ground trying 
to elude searchlights. It flew several 
miles just over trees and roof tops 
and got away. <A JU88 attacked a 
Wellington four times over Berlin, but 
when it made its fourth attack it 
flew right through a stream of bullets 
from the Wellington’s rear turret, and 
fell in flames to the ground, where it 
exploded. In all, four German fighters 
were seen to be destroyed, and several 
more were damaged. 


RAID WARNING TO

CHRISTMAS CAKES 
AND PUDDINGS 


LUXURY FOR FAVOURED 
FEW 


g is, perhaps, too soon to discuss the 


prospects for this year’s Christmas 
puddings and cakes, but our 
Woman Correspondent — made 
a round of the shops to see what the 
position was likely to be. 

Christmas cakes and puddings this 
year, she says, will almost be up to 
the standard of other festive seasons, 
but they will be a luxury to be enjoyed 
by a favoured few with money to 
spend ; for the price of the oe 
has risen so much as to make them 
almost unobtainable by those who have 
to count their pennies. 

The almond icing, which is always 
the most distinctive covering with the 
Christmas cake, will be seen hardly at 
all this year; for almonds are very 
scarce, as, indeed, are all nuts, and, 
when they can be bought, they cost 
about 4s. 6d. per Ib. 

Raisins are scarce at the moment, 
but, according to a Dublin wholesaler, 
a shipment of these is expected any 
day, and, if it arrives, there should be 
enough raisins to meet the demand. 
The selling price is estimated at 2s. 


per lb 
MIXED SPICES 


The various mixed spices used in 
cakes and puddings need not present 
any great difficulty; for there are 
plentiful stocks in the country. 

Good cooks will say that puddings 
and cakes for Christmas are not 
properly done without a glass or two 
of brandy added to them, when re- 
moved from the oven. This year, how- 
ever, the brandy will have to be re- 
laced by something else; for brandy 
is practically unprocurable. Whiskey 
might do, but there is a great demand 
for Irish whiskey in Britain, and there 
will be other uses for it besides 
moistening puddings and cakes. 

Mince pies, however, will retain all 
their former excellence; for the mince 
meat is made in this country, and no 
shortage is anticipated. 


NO SAFE PASSAGE 
FOR U.S. SHIP 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


Mr. Cordell Hull disclosed to-day 
that the Germans had refused to assure 
a safe passage to any American vessel 
proceeding to Britain to fetch United 
States citizens.

PRISON CAMP . 


HOW FRENCHMEN 
ESCAPED 


Three. French. soldiers, who escaped 
from a German prison camp, travelled 
three days and nights by train to the 
Russian frontier, and, after crossing 
two and a half miles of deep snow, 
reached Soviet territory, there to be 
interned. They were released, how- 
ever, when Germany attacked Russia, 
and were among a party of 183 officers 
and men of the French Army who 
arrived in London yesterday to serve 
under General de Gaulle. 

When the French officers and men 
reached Euston yesterday they found a 
reception committee of de Gaullists 
awaiting them. Many of the men have 
wives and children in France, about 
whom they have not heard for a year 
or more. 


EGG SUPPLY DECREASING 
FEWER TABLE FOWL 


A shortage of egg supplies and a 
virtual stoppage of table fowl is pro- 
bable in the coming winter, due to 
the lack of feeding-stuffs this year. At 
the moment the supplies of eggs to 
wholesalers are about two-thirds of 
normal for the time of year, and -. 
further decrease is likely, unless far- 
mers find a way to keep up their stocks 
of fowl by using home-grown feeding. 

The high prices received for poultry 
this year led to a great deal more 
selling off the farms than is normal, 
and this has aggravated the shortage 
caused by the feeding-stuffs position. 

With regard to table fowl, up to the 
present the supplies have been only 
about half normal, though at present 
they have reached about the usual 
figures. It is probable, however, that, 
as the winter draws nearer, the sup- 
plies will decrease rapidly, if not stop. 
Normally there is a constant flow of 
table fowl to wholesalers all ithe year 
round. 
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COST OF LIVING BONUS 
ACTION BY CIVIL SERVANTS 


The cost-of-living bonus will be the 
subject of further discussions between 
representatives of the Government and 
the Alliance of Civil Service Associa- 
tions at an early date. ' 

For a considerable stime past, since 
the Government, stabilised the bonus, 
negotiations, amounting almost to 
agitation, had taken place on this sub- 
ject, culminating in proceedings in the 
High Court where the Civil Service 
Association challenged the stabilisation 
action unsuccessfully. Now the Alliance 
has put forward a new case, and it is 
said that a definite decision by the 
Government cannot long be delayed. 

“It should not be too much to 
expect,” says the Civil Servant, ‘than 
the unstinted co-operation of the ser- 
vice in the emergency should be re- 
warded by proper appreciation in the 
form of due recompense for a job well 
done.”’ 


CRASHES 
NO EVIDENCE OF 


SABOTAGE 


Dealing with inquiries into recent 
crashes of Atlantic aircraft, the British 
Minister for Air (Sir Archibald Sin- 
clair) yesterday told the House .of 
Commons that the first accident was 
attributed to an error in navigation, 
which resulted in the aircraft striking 
a mountain many miles from the proper 
track. 

The second crash, according to the 
findings of the Chief Inspector, was due 
\to the captain taking off along the 
wrong runway—presumably through 
oversight—allowing the aircraft to 
swing to port, so that it took to the 
grass, and not shutting off the engines 
immediately this occurred. 

There was no evidence of negligence, 
sabotage, or mechanical defect. 


NORWEGIAN TRADE 
LEADERS SHOT

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I R.A.F. LOSSES IN BERLIN 
MOSTLY DUE TO | 
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ATTACK ON A 
GERMAN CONVOY 
SUPPLY VESSEL 
TORPEDOED 


Continuing the hunt for German 
shipping off the south-west coast of 
Norway yesterday, Beaufort aircraft 
of the Coastal Command located a 
German convoy and torpedoed a supply 
vessel, states the British Air Ministry 
News Service. 

‘‘One of the Beauforts, piloted b 
the Squadron Commander, flew throu i 
heavy A.-A. fire to release his torpedo. 
The air gunner of another Beaufort 
saw the result of another hit. A 
massive white cloud of spray and steam 
shot up, he said, and as we watched 
the centre of the cloud turned darker 
until it became a deep, oily brown. 
When last seen the ship had come to 
a complete standstill. 

“A third patrolling Beaufort was in- 
tercepted by a Messerschmitt 109, and 
a twenty minutes’ fight followed. 
‘‘While returning the German fighters’ 
fire the Beaufort’s rear gunner was 
wounded, and his place in the turret 
was taken by the wireless operator, 
although he also had been wounded. 
He continued to operate the guns until 
finally the Messerschmitt gave up the 
chase, after having had many rounds 
shot into it by the Beaufort. 


LIMPING HOME 


‘‘ During the fight incendiary bullets 
damaged the wireless set, but after 
the Messerschmitt had turned back, 
the wounded wireless operator returned 
to his, post and tried to repair it. 
Badly crippled, the Beaufort limped 
slowly back to its base, and, although 
it was realised by the crew—all of 
them sergeants—that they might have 
to make a landing on the sea, they took 
off their ‘Mae West’ life-jackets to 
make a comfortable bed for the injured 
gunner. ; 

For three hours the pilot skilfully 
nursed his aircraft back to his aero- 
drome; but when he came in to land 
he found hrs  under-carriage was 
damaged and swinging in the breeze. 
He made a successful crash landing, 
however, without further injury to the 
crew. 

The other aireraft returned safely, 
despite intense opposition from the guns 
of the ships and shore batteries. 


OFFICIAL REPORT
